New Department Is Result 
| of the Resources Transfer 


Edmonton, Sept. 27.—A new depart- 
ment of lands and mines has been cre- 
ated by order-in-council as one of the 
main’ parts of the organization, in con- 
nection with the transfer of the~ Al. 
berta natural resources. 

Hon R. G. ‘Reid will.be the minis- 
ter in charge, pending: reorganization 
of the cabinet, which Premier Brown- 
lee says will follow soon. 

There will be three branches of 
the department. The Crown lands 
branch will be in charge of John 
Harvey, formerly director of ordin- 
ance, admiralty and railway lands 
for the department of the interior at 
Ottawa. Mr. Harvey is already in 
Edmonton and at work onganizing the 
branch. 

Land offices will be located in 
Calgary under M. Gossip, assistant 


federal ‘administration; 
Lethbridge, F. BH. Leighton, con- 
tinuing in charge; Peace River, R. 
Cruickshanks; Grande Prairie, J. J. 
Redmond; Edmonton, J. W. Staf- 
ford, who comes from the _ depart- 
ment of lands at Ottawa. and will 
report immediately. 

Sub-agency offices, of which the 
Dominion had 26 will be discontinued 
except at Yeoford, Lac la Biche, Don- 
nely, High Prairie, Fairhead, Spirit 
River, Athabaska, Barrhead, Edson 
and Bonnyville.

CHANGES IN RESOURCES 
AFFECTS LARGE STAFF 


Ottawa, September 25.—When the 
western provinces take over the nat- 
ural resources next Tuesday, in se- 
quence to the agreements ratified by 
themselves and the Dominion parlia- 
ment, about 850 government employ- 
ees will be affected. Of these 350 are 
in Ottawa and 500 outside. 

Of the former a good number 
have either been absorbed into other 
departments of the civil service, or 
else placed on a preferential fist in 
that connection. 

Several attaining the age limit 
retire on pension. Under the ar- 
rangement the Dominion govern- 
ment discharges its full obligation 
in respect of pensions or retiring 
allowances. Those who retire get 
all they would have been entitled 
to under the conditions heretofore 
prevailing. 

Those who go to the provincial ser- 
vice are paid what is coming to them 
in respect to the retiring fund. Any 
arrangement for the future, however, 
has to be made with the provincial 
governments.

Track Driver Is Sentenced 
As Result of Bad Smash 


John Tschirron was arraigned be- 
fore R. M. Angus, police magistrate, 
Friday. and pleaded guilty to the 
charge of driving a motor vehicle 
while under the influence of liquor. 
He was in a penitent mood and agreed 
to pay all expenses, but was sentenc- 
ed to fourteen days hard labor at Fort 
Saskatchewan. 

This action was the sequel to a 
serious accident which took place just 
north of Wetaskiwin Thursday night, 
when a:truck driver? by Tschirron ran 
into a Buick sedan driven by John 
Belcourt of Calgary. Other occupants 
of the truck were Fred Tschirron and 
Willicm Anderson, all of Ferintosh, 
each of whom were badly cut and 
bruised. In the car besides Mr. Bel- 
court were his wife and family, and 
all escaped serious injury with the 
exception of a young son, who was cut 
by glass. All the injured were taken 
to the Wetaskiwin hospital for treat- 
ment, and fortunately all were dis- 
charged the next day. 

After hearing the circumstances of 
the case the Magistrate warned the 
accused that it was very fortunate:he 


was not charged with manslaughter 
instead of the present charge, and 
said that people like him were fast be- 
comng a menace to the travelling pub- 
lic and must be severely dealt with. 
“The safety of the public must be 
considered in these cases,” said the 
Magistrate, “and you must be given a 
lesson that will be a warning to you 
and others in the future. You should 
get the’ maximum ‘penalty, but I am 
taking into consideration that you 
have accepted all responsibility for 
the smash, and have agreed to pay Mr. 
Belcourt. the full costs of repairing 
his car, which will be considerable; 
also that you are a farmer with your 
threshing uot yet completed, and that 
you are still .suffering from bruises 
received in the collision. I will there- 
fore deal a little more leniently with 
you on that account. I will sentence 
you to serve fourteen days at hard 
labor in the Provincial Gaol at Fort 
Saskatchewan and, your driver's li- 
cense will be indorsed. : 

We understand the costs of repair- 
ing the sedan will be about $850.00.

in, in summer. In the laboratory 
it is possible to do this now. What 
is needed is the development of this 
on a commercial scale to sell at a 
price within the reach of the aver- 
age family. 2 

In time, ahd perhaps in a very 
short time, something like that will 
become a great industry.

WETASKIWIN, 
CANADIAN SITUATION 


REGARDING WHEAT IS 
REASON FOR OPTIMISM 


Toronto, Sept. 27.—Canada’s wheat 
situation, both as to marketing and 
prospective price, and -also as to the 
wheat-growing future, fundament- 
ally is such as to discourage pessim- 
ism. That was the verdict of B. P. 
Alley, assistant general manager of 
the Canadian Bank of Commerce, in 
charge of the bank’s business in. West- 
ern Canada, given in a lengthy inter- 
view which will appear in the Toronto 
Mail and Empire today. 

The newspaper will say in part: 

“The Russian bear, judged by facts 
and past performances, is something 
of a bogey—for Russia would have to 
increase her wheat exports over last 
year by roughly 500 to 600 per cent to 
succeed in cutting world shipments 
in two for just one bare month this 
year. 

(Contrary to those who think that 
Canada sold very little wheat last 
year, figures reveal that Canada sold 
the equivalent of one year’s entire 
crop. 

“She did so against a price so high 
as to discourage consumption, a de- 


clining world purchasing power and] ’ 


stiffer competition than she is likely 
to encounter this year, unless Russia 
should loom up as more of a factor 
than seems physically possible. 


“That is how the people engaged in 
the financing of the crop, whose in- 
stitutions are behind the movement 
of it and who furnish a large part of 
the cash with which the Pools and 
private traders operate, appear to be 
looking at it..” 


The Mail and Empire will add that 
with a view to obtaining an answet of 
interest to general business and the 
Canadian people to the question: 
“What is the situation fundamentally 
in regard to wheat, marketing price 
and future production?” the interview 
was sought with Mr. Alley. He is re-! 
ported as first laying down several 
general points, substantially as 
lows: 

“1. If there seems to be a ten- 
dency to think that the bottom has 
fallen completely out of wheat mar- 
kets, it should be pointed out that 
making allowances for a reduced 
carryover, world stocks of wheat this 
year are not likely to be any more 
burdensome than they were last 
year, for the total” world supply will 
not be much, if any, greater. 

“2. From the standpoint of the ex- 
porting countries, supplies will be bet- 
ter distributed than last year, for last

Bright, clear weather, following 
heavy rain and snowfall in various 
parts of Manitoba, Saskatchewan and 
Alberta, has advanced threshing oper- 
ations during:the past’ few days after 
a delay of several days. Northwest-

useful questions will probably be ask- 
ed. It has already been determined, 
as a result of the recent conference 
on unemployment, to include among 
these certain questions which will 
permit a scientific study to be made 
of the whole problem of seasonal and 
periodic unemployment in Canada.
